VATICAN CITY (NC)—The Pope, through 
the Vatican Doctrinal Congregation, has 


ordered Father Hans Kueng to stop teaching 
opinions contrary to Church doctrine. 


The congregation issued an official 
admonition on views in Father Kueng’s two 
books The Church and Infallible? An 
Inquiry declaring them contrary to official 
teaching. 


SAYING HE WAS ‘‘bound to respond 
publicly to this renewed attack on my 
Catholic orthodoxy,’’ Father Kueng said that 
the Vatican’s action ‘‘is public acknowledge- 
ment that the secret procedures against me 
have proven impractical.’’ 


Swiss-born Father Kueng teaches at 
Tuebingen University, Germany, and the 
Doctrinal Congregation told the bishops of 
Germany to ensure that ‘‘the faithful are 
suitably instructed concerning the doctrine 
of the Church’’. 


The Congregation also hinted at further 
action, should the warning be ignored by 
Father Kueng, saying the declaration ‘‘for 
the moment concludes the action of the Holy 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith on 
this matter.’’ 


FATHER KUENG queried papal infallibil- 
ity in his book of that title, and has also 


questioned the authority of the magisterium _ 


or teaching authority of the Church. 


In another opinion he had indicated he 


considered that the Eucharist ‘‘at least in 


cases of necessity, could be validly 


consecrated by anyone baptized.’’ 


He credited the German bishops with 
dissuading the Vatican’s Congregation from 
“taking disciplinary measures against me,”’ 
but went on to say he will not ‘‘allow myself 
to be diverted from accomplishing my 
theological service for men.’’ (See page 12)

Teachers learn how to shape future of CCD

**Have faith and be incorrigibly idealistic. 


“You can do something about the future of religious 
education,’’ claimed Norbertine Father Alfred McBride. 


To learn what and how more than 1,200 people from all 
parts of the diocese gathered in San Diego last weekend for 
the annual CCD Congress. 


FOURTEEN PEOPLE from the eastern border parish of St. ’ 


Ann, Needles, led by Father William Valverde, even braved 
gale-force winds and sand storms to ‘‘Focus on the Future’’ 
of religious education at the Charles Dail Community 
Concourse. 


Noted speakers, scholars and CCD experts from across the 
nation were also on hand to examine the coming trends in 
religious education in more than 50 workshops and three 
general assembly lectures. 


Keynoting the Congress in the first general assebmly Feb. 
22, Father McBride said: ‘‘Almost all planning in the Church 
today is ‘rear view mirror’ planning, looking behind to see 
where to go. Get ahead of the game—look ahead,’’ he 
challenged. 

FATHER MC BRIDE described two ways of charting the 
future course of CCD, the ‘‘Delphi technique’? and the 
“future planning technique.’’ 

“The Delphi techniqte involves planning for the probable 
future. The future planning technique directs efforts at what 
is desirable,”’ said the director of the National Forum for 


‘Religious Educators of the National Catholic Educational 


Association. 
“Ideally, CCD programs in 1985 will be the result’ of both. 


“HAVE FAITH and be incorrigibly idealistic: You not only 
have to stuff kids’ heads, you have to teach their hearts, and 
that takes idealism.”’ Q 


In the second general.assembly Feb. 23, Father James 
DiGiacomo, SJ; asked Congress participants, ‘‘Are you 
unwittingly providing value-free education in our Catholic 
schools? 


“‘They are supposed to be distinctive for moral training and 
yet many young people are apathetic, cynical, uninvolved, 
confused and blandly tolerant. 

“CATHOLIC EDUCATION must lead students to think 
critically in making moral judgements, and in the past it has 
failed,”’ said Father DiGiacomo, religious education professor 
at Fordham University. : 

“The fault lies largely with middle management, the 
priests, sisters and religious educators in the classroom. A kid 


incapable of moral indignation is a moral cripple, and adults —

STEWARDSHIP ’75 marks 
the first time parishes will 
share collection proceeds 
equally with the diocese. 
Funds will be rebated on a 
straight 50 per cent basis. 


According to William 
Standing, diocesan develop- 
ment director, the parishes 
will get an additional bonus 
this year.- ‘‘Any amount 
collected over the parish 
quota will be applied to its 
building fund or debt by the 
diocese.”’ 

Msgr. William O’Donog- 
hue, pastor of Our Mother of 
Confidence, said: ‘‘Our quota 
is $40,000 and the parishion- 
ers, eager for a new church, 


have already pledged more 
than $100,000. 


“SOUR DIOCESAN assess- 
ment from Stewardship will 
be $20,000, plus $6,000 to 
support Catholic high 
schools. The rest will’ help 
build our church,’”’ he said. 

“‘We hope to begin our 
new church in the next year, 
and it will be built right on 
top of the present building. 
Our people have, supported 
this right down the line.’ 

FATHER Joseph Finnerty, 
pastor of Resurrection par- 
ish, said the larger parish 
rebates will ‘‘really help us 
pay off our large debt.”’

USD opposes state's 
buying law school —

The University of San 
Diego is opposed to the 
proposed purchase of Cali- 
fornia Western Law School 
by state run Hastings Law 
School. 


“California is already 
overpopulated with qualified 
lawyers .and law students, 
and it would be a misuse of 
state revenues to invest in a 
product which is in oversup- 
ply,’’ said USD President 
Author E. Hughes Jr., jointly 
with law school Dean Donald 
Weckstein. 


THE PROPOSAL to which 
USD is opposed is that Cal 
Western Law School should 
be added to the University of 
California system as an 
extension of Berkeley’s Has- 
tings Law School, at a cost of 
$2.5 million. 


“QUALITY LEGAL educa- 
tion has been achieved in-San 
Diego,’’ said Hughes. ‘‘The 
USD law school is approved 
by all state and national 
accrediting agencies. Its li- 
brary, faculty, students and 
Bar results are impressive in 
comparison to other law 
schools.’* 


President Hughes. also 


emphasized that another 
public supported law school 
is not required for helping 
disadvantaged students. USD 
currently provides scholar- 
ships or loan assistance to 50 


‘such students and a special 


summer program for them. 
“For just over 10 per cent 
of the requested appropria- 
tion for Cal Western,’’ said 
Hughes, ‘‘at least 100 addi- 
tional full tuition scholarships 
could be provided for needy 
students. That is the approxi- 
mate number of black and 
Mexican-American students 
currently enrolled in the 
1,600 student body at Has- 
tings in San Francisco.’’ 


BOTH HUGHES and 
Weckstein made it clear that 
they have no interest in 
seeing “‘economic problems 
cause a decline in the quality 
or continuation of Cal West- 
ern.’’ They even suggested 
possible coordination of the 
two law schools ‘‘to bring 
about a reduction_in law 
students and an increase in 
the quality of guaduates.’’ 


Cal Western is part of the 
United States International 
University which has gone 
through a _ succession § of 
financial and other crises in 
recent years.

Do we really want unity? 


True ecumenism—or true unity of faith—could 
mean that we all wish to see the Christian message 
through the same eyes, through the same 
interpretations and by means of the same liturgies. 
And knowing human nature, this is certainly 
against the regular run of man’s behavior. Perhaps 
we should scale down the understanding of 
ecumenism to mean ‘‘similarity’’ of views, 
methods, interpretations and worship. 


After all, within our own Catholic Church there 
are wide differences of opinion over peripheral 
matters affecting our faith, but we manage to live 
with them and to receive Communion together as a 
worshipping community. 


Is ecumenism ‘‘an. esoteric matter for those 
professionally engaged in it’’? This was a 
description used last week by one of the 
Participants in the Christian National Unity 
Workshop—not as a criticism, but as the way some 
people might see ecumenism. And sometimes it 
looks that way, of course, to those of us not too 
intimately connected with the finer points of the 
differences between religions. 


Do we want unity? 


It could fairly be asked whether there is a 
genuine and overwhelming desire for unity among 
Christian religions. After all, each has its own 
built-in belief that it is the right path and the others 
are wrong. We Catholics know we are right and 
cannot understand why the others don’t subscribe 
to that ‘’rock’’ of our faith. But presumably, they, 
too, see themselves as the right path to spreading 
the Christian Gospel, to evangelizing the world. 


And there are the vested interests, the personal 
prejudices and the human characteristics which 
comprise any community and which become 
important in our fallible eyes, and tend to obscure 
the real issue of unity. There’s always that 
unwillingness to reliquish a position—especially of 
power. 


Certainly there have been great advances in 
understanding each other, in praying with each 
other and in lessening: the hostility which has 
permeated Christian relationships.

Do we like to be told? 


Sometimes we don’t find it too comfortable to ~ 


listen to charges of neglect, or apparent neglect. 
When Dr. Jorge Lara-Braud, executive director of 
the commission on faith and order of the National 
Council of Churches attacked the churches and the 
government last week, there was a _ mixed 
reception. He was addressing a plenary session of 
the National Workshop on Christian Unity. Possibly 
some found his remarks ‘’too political’’, others too 
polemical and others just their cup of tea. 


Few could disagree that he evoked a response. 
But, like all who speak with vehemence and 
conviction in a cause, he poured out the aphorisms 
and the catch phrases sometimes at the expense of 
full truth. For instance, he accused the churches 
generally of not being identified with the poor and 
the oppressed, and said the churches lost 
. credibility for this. 


It may be true for what he sees of his own 
congregations in his own church, but it certainly is 


not true of many areas of the world where the poor 
and the oppressed have only churches as their 
defenders and helpers. 


It is. possible that many middle American 
congregations —Catholic and Protestant—talk 
about helping the poor and needy. and occasionally 
do something about it, but the ‘‘poor’’ are not part 
of the church. The Mexican-born Dr. Lara-Braud 
said: ‘‘We patronize the poor and perpetuate their 


~ dependency. The poor, for the most part, are 
That’s a_ pretty 


absent from. our churches.’’ 
sweeping statement from a somewhat limited 
viewpoint, | think. 

Then he attacked the government which, he said, 
‘places national security over human rights.’’ A 
ringing phrase, with perhaps much truth to it. Yet 


. that same government is also concerned with 


human rights—or else our legislators are all fast 
asleep. This: Presbyterian layman was an_ ideal 
catalyst to set a conference on Christian unity alight 
with concern and controversy.

Our consumer culture tends to turn 
the notion of love from service to 
enticement.

The One of us 


We were talking...about widows and 
virgins, spinsters and the divérced—in 
fact, of single adults, and their place in the 
Church community. ; 


There is a vast grey area in the ministry 
of the people of the Church, which 
shrouds increasingly large numbers of 
lonely people, who for a variety of reasons 
live alone. 


MOST OF US, | believe, do not 
appreciate how © family-oriented most 
- organizations and parish activities are, 
until death or divorce deprives us—or 
someone close to us—of a constant, 
dependable companion, leaving us alone 
in a society geared to couples or families. 
Programs encouraging family participa- 
tion, family communication, family identi- 
fication have sprung up like mushrooms 
after rain in the last few years, with the 
predictable result of isolating even 
further, those with few or no family ties. 
This isolation has, however, produced 
one positive effect. It has brought quite 
strong protest from single people them- 
selves. This in turn has awakened the 


beginnings of concern for the predicament — 


of people alone among the communities in 
which they live. 


UNFORTUNATELY this concern too 
often expresses itself in the formation of 
special group activities, special clubs, 
which, while offering some form of 
corporate identity, at the same time 
exacerbate the situation, alienating them 
even further from the main stream of the 
community. 

Additionally, many ‘‘singles clubs’ 
assume a match-making character which 
is often offensive to women of personal 
dignity and self-respect. Interested mainly 
in companionship, in someone with whom 


to share activities and entertainment, they 


have no desire for the humiliation of 
exposure to a kind of ‘‘marriage market.’ 


Rather than perpetuating separatist 
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cliques, there is a need for more broadly 
based social activities in parishes and in 
society, and an atmosphere of acceptance 
which would remove the awkwardness and 
embarrassment of arriving unescorted, 
and allow single people to participate 


‘freely and unselfconsciously. 


WE NEED A greater awareness of the 
kind of pressures experienced by those— 
particularly women—who stand alone 
among pairs. We need to take the 
initiative far more often than we do, to 


_ include single people in our family and 


friendship groups, to provide an escort 
when necessary, and generally to share 
our pleasures and concerns ‘and invite 
them to share theirs. 


Women alone have always been a point 


of consideration for the Church. In the | 
early Church, they were the special charge 


of the disciples and their special need to 
protection and care widely recognized, 


Today our life-styles are compartment- 
alized. We channel people into ‘’peer 
groups.’’ Yet the impetus of human 
growth and full contribution to society 
comes from inter-action between people of 
different groups, different experience, 
different outlook—of the old with the 
young, of families with singles, of widows 
and married couples, of the divorced and 
the happily married. - 


ADJUSTING to each other, drawing 
from the other’s life experience, tolerating 
where we differ, uniting where we are 
similar, each of us may grow to greater. 
understanding and a fuller experience to 
life. We learn, too, to be grateful for what 
we have, and to respect the trials, sorrows 
and choices of the other person. 


In the church community in particular, 
we have an obligation to integrate and 
encourage those who are alone and ‘‘on 
the fringe’ of our family-oriented society. 


It is not a question of forming societies | 


or sponsoring special group activities, but 

of welcoming ‘‘singles’’ into the life of the 
community, becoming more aware of their 
needs and difficulties. In general, we must 
move out from all the little. sub-societies 
we seem to form at all levels, from the 
insularity that divides so easily, to form a 
truly Christian unity—a truly Christian 
family. 
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Anointing no longer 
for dying, but 
for perfect health

The Council of Trent referred to ‘‘extreme 
unction’’ as the ‘‘complement’’ to penance. 
This was interpreted until recent years to 
mean that the “‘last anointing’’ prepared the 
dying Christian for death and burial; that it 
removed the ‘‘remnants”’ of sin and the debt 
of punishment due to sin; that it prepared 
the soul for immediate entrance into heaven; 
that it was the sacramental means of 
bypassing purgatory. According to this view 
the soul of the departing Christian was 
“‘anointed for glory.’’ 


The opinion, and it was only an opinion, 
was in a sense consoling, but strangely 
enough our Catholic people were not 
impressed, nor were they anxious to receive 
this sacrament which promised so much. 


THEY LOOKED upon the priest who 
called to anoint them-as the harbinger of 
death, soon to be followed by another man 
dressed in black to arrange their funeral. 
They were not ready to die, and by every 
artifice they pleaded with their dear ones not 
to call the priest, at least, not yet. And so 
many died without the sacrament, and many 
others were anointed after they had lapsed 
into their final coma. 


Today we no longer speak of ‘‘extreme 
unction’’ or the sacrament of the dying. 
There is but one sacrament of the dying, 
Viaticum, the Church’s parting gift for the 
journey into the next life, the life-giving 
body of Christ. The anointing is now the 
Sacrament of the Sick, of those who ‘‘are 
dangerously ill due to sickness or old age.’’ 


Strangely enough the new rite of anointing 
the sick, modeled on the ancient rites which 
go back to the rite described by the apostle 
James, has nothing to say about dying. But 
it has much to say about health: ‘‘health of 
soul, of body and of spirit, perfect 
well-being.’’ ! 

AS SO OFTEN, the liturgy of the Church, 
the way the Church prays, is a better witness 
to the teaching of the Church than the 
speculations, profitable as these can be at 
times, of her theologians. 


The liturgy recalls the words of James: ‘‘Is 
there anyone sick among you? Let him call in 
the presbyters of the Church. They in turn 
are to pray over him, anointing him with oil 
in the name of the Lord. This prayer made in 


* faith will heal the sick person, and the Lord 


will comfort him; and if he has committed 
sins, they will be forgiven him’’ (James 
5:14-17). 


The forgiveness of sins is not the principle 
purpose of the sacrament—the Sacrament of 
Penance is still the ordinary means of 
reconciling serious sinners, For this reason, 
the priest no longer anoints the five senses 
as the organs or avenues of sinning. 


INSTEAD OF THIS late medieval practice 
which mentioned only the forgiveness of 
sins, the priest anoints the forehead and the 
hands of the sick person, saying “through 
this holy anointing may the Lord in his love 
and mercy help you with the grace of the 
Holy Spirit. May the Lord who frees you 
from sin save you and raise you up.”’ 


The sick person may not always be 
restored to ‘‘even better health,’’ as the 
ritual prays, but if the faith of the priest and 
the community is strong, the “‘prayer of 
faith’’ will at times ease the suffering of the 
sick petson and the Lord will comfort and 
support the one who trusts in the grace of 
the sacrament. 


“The sick man will be saved by his faith 
and the faith of the Church which looks back 
to the death and resurrection of Christ, the 
source of the sacraments’ power (see James 
5:15), and looks ahead to the future kingdom 
which is pledged in the sacraments.’’ (Rite 
of Anointing, No. 7). 


THE ANOINTING of the sick is not an 
elixir of life, nor an everflowing fountain of 
youth. For in some cases the sickness will be 
long and burdensome, but in the words of 
Trent, “‘the grace of the Holy Spirit will 
comfort and strengthen the soul of the sick 
person, by arousing in him great confidence 
in the divine mercy; encouraged thereby, the 
sick person. will bear more easily the 
difficulties and trials of his illness.’’ In this 
way, the anointing of the sick person could 
well be ‘‘an anointing for glory.’’ 


A few years back the dying Christian was 
anointed either at home with the immediate 
members of the family in attendance, or in a 
hospital room or ward with only the priest 
and a nurse. Today, the anointing of the sick 
has become more of a community celebra- 
tion. The new rite of anointing provides for a 
public liturgy in the parish Church where the 
sick and the infirm are brought by relations 
to receive both the oil of anointing and the 
body of Christ. 


More effective than any sermon or 
catechetical lecture on the sacrament of 
anointing will be the active participation of 
our people in what is coming to be called the 
“communal’’ rite of anointing the sick.

Jesus comes as 
Divine Physician 
to heal, to comfort,

All institutions, even sacred ones, change 
with the passing of time. Some of these 
changes involve a blurring of their original 
inspiration, a misdirection of their original 
orientation. They must frequently be 
redirected. A sacrament, like that of the 
anointing of the sick, can undergo a switch of 
emphasis—from healing, consoling, to 
forgiveness of sin in preparation for death. 
Today the true emphasis is being restored. 


EACH OF the sacraments is an encounter 
with Christ. It is he who comes to us in the 
various situations of our lives. In the 
Sacrament of the Sick he comes to us 
precisely as the Divine Physician, the healer, 
the comforter, the strengthener. He comes 
to assure us of his concern, of his presence 
with us in the loneliness which is so much a 
part of illness. It is in this role that he is 
presented to us in the gospels. 

The vast majority of his recorded miracles 
were acts of healing. They were in fact the 
sign of the inauguration of God’s reign 


among men, as we read in this passage from - 


the gospel according to Matthew: 

“Now John in prison heard about the 
works Jesus was performing, and sent a 
message by his disciples to ask him. ‘Are 
you ‘he who is to come’ or do we look for 
another?’ 


“In reply, Jesus said to them, ‘Go back 
and report to John what you hear and see: 
the blind recover their sight, cripples walk, 
lepers are cured, the deaf hear, dead men 
are raised to life, and the poor have the good 
news preached to them.’’’ (Matthew 


11:2-5). 


NOTICE THE emphasis on healing in this 
summary of his mission: 


“‘Jesus...proclaimed the good news of 
God’s reign, and he cured every sickness 
and disease. At the sight of the crowds his 
heart was moved with pity... 


“He said to his disciples: ‘The harvest is 


Special for Lent 


Confession 


By Father Thomas Krosnicki 


This week, the third of a series on the 
new Rite of Penance, Father Krosnicki 
discusses penance as reconciliation of 
the sinner with God. Father Krosnicki is 
associate director of the Liturgy 
Committee of the National Conference 
of Catholic Bishops. 


The conversion of one who has sinned 
must include sorrow for sin and the intention 
to lead a renewed life. These sentiments are 
expressed sacramentally in confession made 


to the Church along with due satisfaction ' 


and amendment of life. Thus the new Rite of 
Penance correctly states: ‘‘God grants 
pardon for sin through the Church, which 
works by the ministry of priests’’ (no. 6). 


Contrition, confession, satisfaction, and 
absolution remain important moments 
within the celebration of the Sacrament of 
Penance. Contrition, which ‘‘is heartfelt 
sorrow and aversion for the sin committed 
along with the intention of sinning no more’”’ 
(Rite of Penance no. 6a), is the most 
important act on the part of the penitent. 


THIS GENUINE contrition is what moves 


the individual to the confession of his sins, 


good but laborers are scarce. Beg the 
harvest master to send out laborers to gather 
his harvest.’ Then” he summoned his 12 
disciples and gave them authority to expel 
unclean spirits and to cure sickness and 
disease of every kind. (Matthew: 9:35-10:1). 


Very often we emphasize Jesus’ miracles 
as indications of his divine power. They were 
that, of course, but they were also 
manifestations of his love for suffering 
humanity. Notice, in the above passage, the 
words: “At the sight of the crowds, his heart 
was moved with pity.’’ His heart went out to 
all—men, women, the young, the old, the 
blind, the mute, the paralytic, all who were 
in need of his warmth, his sympathy, his 
strength. 


One of the most distressing elements in 
sickness is the psychological letdown, the 
depression. Even a common cold or an attack 
of the flu can send us into an emotional 
tailspin. And the more serious the illness, 
the darker the depression, the loneliness, 


the need, not just for medication, but for _ 


tender, loving care. Left to ourselves at 


moments like these, we come face t6-face 


with our weakness and, yes, with our 
sinfulness. 


IF THE BUSY round of daily activity 
serves to distract us from too searching a 
self-examination, sickness leaves us little 
chance to escape. And we are miserable— 
until we turn to the Divine Physician and 
recall what he really came to heal. He cured 
physical ills, yes, but he was probing even 
more serious ills, and his Powerayent out to 
them, too. 


In the popular thinking of Jesus’ day, 
there was a close connection between illness 
of any kind and sin, together with its 
instigator, Satan. There is a general sense in 
which this is true, of course, and Jesus did 
not bother to correct the popular notion by 
making the necessary distinctions. 


As it stood it was too valuable a notion for 
his purposes. For by curing physical 


sickness he demonstrated to his contem- 
_ poraries that he had power over the forces of 


evil, specifically over Satan and sin. And 
eliminating the causes was much more 
important than curing the symptoms. 


JESUS, THEN, was- preeminently the 
healer, the Savior, and his whole earthly 
career revealed this—in so many ways, from 
so many points of view. It is this same Jesus 
who is present to us in the Sacrament of the 
Sick and, in the final analysis, it is his 
presence that is most important. 


For even if we must go on suffering, we 
know that is most important. 


For even if we must go on suffering, we 
know that he is with us, that he cares and 
comforts and strengthens, and what is 
perhaps the greatest part of our pain is 
eased. But does he know? Does he care? 
Listen to what the scriptures tell us:

“Since, then, we have a great high priest 


who has passed through the heavens, Jesus, 


the Son of God, let us hold fast to our: 


profession of faith. For we do not have a high 
priest who is unable to sympathize with our 
weakness, but one who was tempted in every 
way that we are, yet never sinned. 


“SO LET US ‘confidently approach the 
throne of grace to receive mercy and-favor 
and to find help in time of need”’ (Hebrews 
4:14-16). 


“In the days when he was in the flesh, he 
offered prayers and supplications with loud 
cries and tears to God, who was able to save 
him from death, and he was heard because 
of his reverence. Son though he was, he 
learned obedience from what he suffered; 
and when perfected, he became the source 
of eternal salvation for all who obey him’’ 
(Hebrews 5:7-9). 


; a remedy for sin, a help to renewal 


Sirice it springs from true knowledge of God 
and personal sorrow. But true conversion 
also calls for acts of penance or satisfaction 
for one’s sins in order to bring about a 
change in one’s conduct and to repair the 
injury brought about by sin itself. 


The act of penance should therefore be a 
remedy for sin and a genuine help to renewal 
of life. Through absolution God grants his 
pardon to the penitent who in sacramental 
penance manifests his change of heart to the 
Church’s minister. 


In this way God the Father receives back 
the repentant sinner, Christ accepts the lost 
sheep back into the sheepfold, and the Spirit 
sanctifies the temple of God—the baptized 
believer—again or lives more fully within it. 


OF THE SEVERAL elements within the 
Sacrament of Penance, popular piety has 
identified the sacrament with one, namely, 
confession. In so doing, however, it has 
overstressed one aspect of the sacramental 
process—the act of confessing one’s 
sins—to the detriment of other more 
important aspects of the total sacramental 
rite. 


What has commonly been referred to as 
confession is now entitled Rite of Penance. 


Here again one element seems to be given a 
new emphasis. By itself ‘‘penance’’ signifies 
conversion or a profound change in life. Yet 
in most modern languages it has taken on 
the significance of a work of penance or the 
expiation of sin. It seemed useful in 
presenting the revised rite to give it a new 
name that better emphasizes the essential 
content of the sacrament. 


The new rite, therefore, frequently refers 
to the sacrament as the “‘Rite of Reconcilia- 
tion.’’ In this case it is identified in terms of 


.what actually takes place by God’s forgiving 


mercy when one recognizes his sinfulness 
and repents of it within the Church. 


THE TERM ‘“‘reconciliation’’ is not new. 
Sacred Scripture uses it to designate either 
forgiveness of a brother (Matthew 5: 23-24) 
or, more importantly, the work of God which 
reunites and reconciles the individual with 
himself (Ephesians 2: 14-16). 


We have referred to the celebration of the 
Rite of Penance. In point of fact, however, 
what is celebrated is not penance but 
reconciliation. The recognition on the part of 
the Church and the individual penitent that 
God is a forgiving and merciful Father who 
calls the sinner back and forgives is indeed 
worthy of celebration!

Confirmation: Sacrament of Witness 


Holy Spirit equips Christian for service

Children are lovable and they demand a 
lot of loving. But their contribution to the 
family is necessarily limited. It is not until 
they become young adults that they become 
aware that they can no longer be the center 
of attention, that they too must be attentive 
to the needs of the family. ; 


What is true of children born of human 
parents is true of infants who are reborn of 
“water and the Spirit,’ who through 
baptism become by adoption what Christ is 


by nature, children of God and members of 


the larger family which is the Church. 


BAPTIZED AS infants, they become the 
center of attention in the Christian family of 
parents, priests, religious, and their older 
brothers and sisters among the laity. And 
much of the parish resources in terms of 
money and buildings is expended on them. 


For these children too there comes a time 
to make a positive contribution to the 
“building up of the body of Christ which is 
the Church.’’ The sacramental time is the 
day of confirmation, when the Holy Spirit, 
received in baptism as the life-giving Spirit, 
is received again as the prophetic Spirit, in 
and through whom they are consecrated to a 
life of service. 


In the early Church, when the baptism of 
adults was the rule rather than the 
exception, the bishop immediately after 
baptism laid his hands on the heads of the 
neophytes or newly born and called upon 


God to ‘‘make them worthy to be filled with. - 


your Holy Spirit, that they may be filled with 
your grace, that they may serve you 
according to your will.’ 


THE BISHOP then anointed them with 
consecrated oil, the oil with which kings and 
prophets and priests were anointed in the 
Old Testament, and sealed them with the 
sign of the cross. From that hour they were 
to be living witnesses to the crucified and 
risen Christ, to the anointed one, whose 
image they bear through the seal stamped 
on their souls by the Holy Spirit. 

In the Eastern churches, baptism, 
confirmation and the Eucharist, the three 
rites of Christian initiation, are celebrated 


together even in the case of infants. In the 


~ churches of the West it has long been the 

custom to separate the rites and even to 
transpose them, so that many children 
receive confirmation after their First Holy 
Communion. 


Even today, Catholic bishops are not 
agreed on the appropriate time to administer 
confirmation. Some prefer to keep the 
original sequence of confirmation before 
First Communion, a practice more common 
in the past when first Communion was 
delayed to early adolescence. 


OTHERS HAVE decided to make confir- 
mation, after Holy Communion, the sacra- 
ment of adolescence or young adulthood. 
There are good reasons for both views but 
none altogether compelling. In the United 
States, the Sacrament of Confirmation is 
generally received several years after First 
Communion. 


More important than -the age of 
administration is the meaning and signifi- 
cance of the rite itself. If the gifts of the 
Spirit are received in early childhood, the 
grown child in his adolescent years will be 


called upon to activate and.to vitalize the 


gifts he has received. If confirmed as a 
young adult, the young man or woman will 
receive the fullness of the Spirit ard be 
motivated to a more intensive life of service 
and dedication.

Yielding

The maturing of a Christian has been 
described in five stages: conversion, 
formation, witness, mission and community. 


The Holy Spirit is the motivating force 
behind all five stages. It is in the power of 
the Spirit that a Christian turns completely 


to Christ, yielding to the power of the — 


redemption in his life and seeking to 
conform himself as closely as possible to the 
will of God. 


IT IS THROUGH the Holy Spirit that the 
maturing Christian is led deeper and deeper 
into the Word of God, into the Eucharist, 
into the prayer, study and dialogue with 
others that is the continuing formation that 
is never completed but never ceases in this 
life. 


Perhaps we can even borrow a page from 
the more Spirit-minded of our separated 
brethren and, in doing so, recapture our 
devotion to the Holy Spirit, the ‘‘forgotten’’ 
member of the Trinity of divine community, 
in whom we call God “‘Abba, Father.”’ 

-PENTECOSTAL groups are found in 
almost every denomination. They impose 
hands on their members in what has come to 
be called a “Baptism in the Spirit.”’ Some of 


these pentecostals deny that the Holy Spirit 


is received either in the Sacrament of 
Baptism or Confirmation. They are, against 
an organized church of priests and bishops, 
a church that is sacramentally structured. 
For them the ‘‘Spirit blows where it wills.’’ 

But there are Catholic pentecostals or 
charismatics who believe in the Church, who 
believe that the Holy Spirit has freely 
promised to be present and operative in the 
Christian sacraments. They too practice the 
laying on of hands in a ‘‘Baptism of the 
Spirit,’’ but not as a substitute nor an 
optional rite for receiving the life giving 


‘My head is anointed with oil’ 


Spirit of baptism and the prophetic Spirit of 
confirmation. 

The call upon the Spirit to renew, to 
vitalize, to activate the sevenfold gift of the 
Spirit received in confirmation, the Spirit of 
wisdom and of understanding, the Spirit of 
reverential fear. They ask too that the Spirit 
will manifest himself at timies through signs 
and wonders as he once did in the early 
Church. 


IN AN AGE of unbelief, we should not 
easily discount the testimony of our Catholic 
charismatics who claim that the Spirit still 
manifests his presence in miraculous gifts of 
healing and the gift of tongues. 


In this the Holy Year of reconciliation and 
renewal, and of evangelization or witness, 
who are better equipped for the ministry of 
witness than those who have certainly 
received the charismatic gifts of the Spirit in 
the visible Rite of Confirmation, a rite 
guaranteed by the Holy Spirit, the Spirit of 


truth, the Spirit of Christ? 


ay 
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to the Spirit to ‘put on Christ’ 


This yielding to the power of God in the 
life of a Christian and the seeking of a 
deeper understanding and union with 
Christ’s redemption inevitably bursts forth 
in living witness in the life of a Christian. 


Christian witness is never something that . 


is planned. One does not sit down and ask 
the question: ‘“‘What can I do that is 
Christian today?’’ Rather it is the natural 
living out of the reality that is within us. To 
yield to the Spirit is to ‘‘put on Christ,’’ to 
say with Paul ‘‘I live now, not I, but Christ 
lives in me.”’ 


MISSION, within the context of the five 
stages of the maturing Christian, is closely 
related to witness but is separate from it. It 
is based upon our call to be ‘‘other Christs’’ 
and at the same time it is wrapped up with 
the need of the Christian to seek Christ in 
others. 


Simply stated it is the sharing of the love 
of Christ, the continuing of the work of 
Christ that bears witness to the Christian’s 
incorporation into his body through baptism. 
Again, it is the power of the Holy Spirit that 
urges the individual Christian to step out 
and reach out in ministry to others in 
Christ’s name. 


Finally, the joy of real Christian 
community, the sometimes quiet, sometimes 
boisterous, always joyful sharing of the Lord 
and his work with our brothers and sisters is 
a great manifestation of the Holy Spirit 
among us. 


THE -GLUE that holds the Christian 
community together is not human friend- 
ship, but supernatural friendship, the love of 
Christ that we all share. To the extent that 
the Christian permits the power of the Holy 


Spirit to be operative within him he will 
share in the fullness of the fellowship of the 
Church community, the community that is 
called Christ, the community that bears 
Christ’s name and is the sign of his love and 
saving presence in the world. 


All of the sacraments of Christ’s Church 
are integrated into the maturing of a 
Christian and are necessary for his 
continued growth and sustenance. 


But the Sacrament of Confirmation, the 
sign of the fullness of the power of the Holy 
Spirit working in the life of an individual 
Catholic is in a unique sense the sacrament 
of witness since it symbolizes and actualizes 
the promises of Christ not to leave his 
disciples orphans but to return and dwell in 
them, strengthen them, teach them and bear. 
witness on their behalf (John 16:26).

We have been doing a great deal to.cut costs, 
both large and small. Two of our main efforts 
have been to reduce hiring and overtime and 
to cut construction expenditures wherever 
possible. In early 1974, a detailed reappraisal 
of our construction program produced a re- 
duction of $22.9 million for the year. In addi- 
tion, by the end of 1974 we had held our work 
- force to an increase of only 12 employees com- 
pared with year end employment in 1973. 
This was despite a 26,160 gain in electric cus- 
tomers and a 12,509 gain in gas customers 
during the same period. Other, considerable

SDG&E’s earnings declined from $1.90 a share 
in 1972.to $1.78 in 1973. Our earnings per share 
for calendar 1974 were $2.09. However, these 
1974 earnings were increased 46 cents a share 
by the unexpected and non-recurring sale of 
undelivered surplus oil. Without that 46

To assure a reliable oil supply, we must 
_make long-term contracts based on estimated 
needs. We had contracted for a certain 
amount of oil for 1974. However, when low- 
cost hydroelectric power from the Northwest 
‘became available to us, we used it rather than 
burn more expensive oil and raise your costs 
even more. We also had an unusually warm 
year and were able to use more gas in our 
plants than we had expected. As a result, we 
did not need all of the oil we had contracted 
for. We couldn’t store it. So we sold it before 
ever taking delivery. It never became part of 
your costs, but it was figured in our profits. 


Why is SDG&E allowed to operate as a 
monopoly? : 

First, it should ke noted that we are not an un- 
controlled monopoly. We are very carefully 
regulated by the Public Utilities Commission 
and in your interest must justify our rate in- 
creases, expenditures and rate of return. 

We are the only company providing you 
with gas and electricity because it is more 
economical to offer these basi¢ services from 
one source. Our utility represents an invest- 
ment of over $1 billion. If we were not a mo- 
‘nopoly, a second utility could be serving the 
same area with the same investment. This 
duplication in generating equipment, distribu- 
tion systems and service costs would result in 
tremendous monetary waste and incredibly 
high prices for the Consumer. 


What percentage of each customer’s dol- 
lar goes into SDG&E’s profits and what 
are they used for? 


Profits are defined as net income after all ex- 
penses have been paid. In 1974, 13¢ of each rev- 
enue dollar was net income. Of that, 4¢ was 
reinvested in the company for plant expan- 
sion and extension of service. As of December 
31, 1974, we had $1,395 of capital invested for 
each electric customer and $430 for each gas 
customer. 

The remaining 9¢ of net’ income was re- 
turned to our shareholders as dividends or 
payment for the use of their invested funds.

VATICAN CITY (NC)—

gregation, acting on a man- 
date from’ Pope Paul VI, 
admonished Swiss theolo- 
gian Father Hans Kueng for 
opinions expressed in his two 
books The Church and Infal- 
lible? An Inquiry. 


The congregation also 
ordered Father Kueng, who 
teaches theology at Tuebing- 
en University of Germany, to 
cease teaching such 
opinions, and the German 
‘bishops were requested to 
see that the true doctrine of 
the Church is taught. 


The congregation’s official 
declaration said: 


“IN PROF. Hans Kueng’s 
above-mentioned works, 
there are expressed several 
opinions which, to varying 
degrees, are in contrast with 
the doctrine of the Catholic. 
Church. 


“The opinion which places 
at least in doubt the very 
dogma of faith of the 
infallibility of the, Church or 
reduces it to a certain 
elementary indefectibility of 
the Church in matters of 
truth,...contradicts the doc- 
trine defined by the First 
Vatican Council and confirm- 
ed by the Second Vatican 
Council.

Ecumenism has_ nothing 
whatever to do with com- 
promise, according to two 
Atonement Friars attending 
the National Workshop on 
Christian Unity last week. 


Father Charles Angell, 
SA, said: “‘It is interesting 
that people identify ecumen- 
ism with compromise, reduc- 
_ ing the search for unity to the 
lowest common denominator. 


“THE EXACT opposite is 
true. Ecumenism means con- 
version to Christ and the 
convergence of Christians on 
Christ, the highest common 
denominator,’’ he said in a 
Southern Cross interview. 


Father Charles LaFontaine, 
SA, added: ‘‘To achieve 
unity, Christians must do 
everything together they pos- 
sibly can without violating 
anyone’s conscience. ; 


“The Holy Year theme: of 
‘Reconciliation and Renewal’ 
is important to ecumenism. 
There can be no reconcilia- 
tion without renewal, and no 
unity without reunion to 
Christ.” 


The ecumenical movement 


in this country ‘“‘has run out 
of pap,’’ according to Father 
Angell, and ‘‘it is in difficulty 
because people ate realizing 
that it requires the serious 
sacrifice’ of conversion to 
Christ.”’ 


BUT THAT isn’t necessar- 
ily a bad sign, Father 
LaFontaine added. ‘‘Organi- 
zational ecumenism, the join- 
ing of religious bodies, is in 
bad shape. . 

“But spiritual ecumenism, 
the effort of all Christians to 
renew themselves’ in the 
Spirit, is booming. And local 
service ecumenism, religious 
bodies joining to serve the 
needs of society, is doing 
extremely well.’’

Cassavetes. 


Mother is Mabel (Gene Rowlands), a 
woman on the brink of madness whose only 
identity appears to be what she can wring 
from her tangible assets of husband and 
children. Father is Nick Longhetti (Peter 
Falk), a rough, callous but loving man who is 
simply aware of his wife’s desperation, 
being totally unable to cope with it or even 
know how to find someone who could. 


The film develops its interior strengths 
through a series of long, usually painfully 
“real” scenes depicting Mabel’s inability to 
connect with what is going on around her 
and Nick’s increasing desperation in trying 
to get her to act normal. 


By the time the two-and-a-half-hour film 
ends we are as exhausted as Nick and 
Mabel, as terrified as their children and 
in-laws, as confused as Nick’s fellow 
construction workers. Morally unobjection- 
able for adults.
